The Coshocton & Newcomerstown—To 


Be Bnilt|This Year. 


The Zanesville Times Jtecorcter is ju- 


bilant over the prospects of the Zanes- 
rill, Adams ville & Coshocton railway 
now that the Coshocton & Jfewcom- 
erstown uas probably retired from 
the field. la a recent issue it says: 


"The action or the city council of 


Coshocton Thursday 
evening will 


greatly hasten the building of the 
Zaaesviile, Adarusville & Coshocton 
Electric rail way, which will develop 
20 miles of territory In each.of Coshoc- 
ton and Afuskinguin counties and 
prove of incalculable benefit to both 
G:--sbocton and Zanesville, as well as 
the territory traversed, which, during 
a considerable portion of the year is 
mud bound. 


"While laboring under the misappre- 


hension that the Zanesville, Adatns- 
vlHe & Coshocton company would 
notrso construct its line so as to help 
develop the educational and other in- 
stitutions established at West Lafay- 
ette, people of that village interested 
themselves in a line from Newcom- 
erstown to Coshocton, which would 
not greatly benefit either West La- 
fayette or Coshocton, and little time 
was lost in securing a franchise over 
the public highway leading from Went 
Lafayette to Coshocton. The work of 
the company. 
stopped 
at 
West 


Lafayette. 
to await developments. The Newcom- 
erstown and Coshocton company de- 
manded an exclusive franchise in the 
city of Coshooton and declared that 
they would not play unless one was 
granted them. But the city council, 
after ascertaining the wishes ot the 
citizens, passed an ordinance giving 
any interurban company the right to 
enter the city, but refusing to allow 
more than one trackron Main street. 


"This puts all companies on the 


same footing and is exactly what the 
Zanesville, AdamsviUe",& Coshbctori 
company desired. It will now proceed 
to close up its rights of way and apply 
to;-tbe. commissioners of Cosuocton 
county and the Coshocton council for 
a franchise. 
If •'thess. aie granted 


without unreasonable delay, there is 
a strong prospect of the construction 
of this line early in the coming sum- 
mer. That it will make twice as much 
business for Coshocton.as tbe line to 
Newcomerstown goes witthout saying 
and every interest of West Lafayette 
will be propcrlv taken care of. 


"The funds for building the road 


will be forthcoming as soon as the 
franchise is completed."

other place as escaped "by the skin of the 
teeth." 


Carrying out the suggestion of my text, 


I propose to show you what classes of 
Christians will get into heaven with a 
hard push and those who will bound in 
amid salutations infinite. 
In the first 


class I put that man -who gets into the 
kingdom of God at the close of a life all 
given to worldhness and sin. Tears ago 
he. made the resolution that he mould 
serve himself and" serve the world until 
body, ruiml and t>oul were exhausted and 
then, just before going out of this life, 
would seek God and prepare to entfr 
heaven. He carries out his resolution. 
He genuinely repents the last day or the 
last hour or the last minute of his life. 
He takes the lust seat in the last car of 
the last Uain bound heavenward. 
His 


released and immortal spirit ascends Not 
one wing bears down toward him with « 
welcome. No sign of gladness at his ar- 
rival. 
None there obligated to him for 


kindness done or alms distributed or 
spiritual help administered. He will find 
some place to stay, but I do not envy 
that man his heaven. He got in, but it 
was not an abundant entrance. 


The Mercy of Cnrimt. 


Sometimes in our pnlpits we: give • 


wrong turn to the story of the dying thief 
to whom Christ said, "This day shall 
thon be with me in-paradise."- We Ought, 
to admire the mercy of the Christ that 
pardoned him in the last hour, but do not 
let tis admire the dying thief. .When he 
was arrested, I think his pockets were 
full of stolen coin, and the coat,he had^on 
his back was-not his own.- He stole 
right on until he was arrested for his 
crimes. He repented.: and through great 
mercy arose to paradise; but he was no 
example;: to follow. 
What a "gigantic 


meanness to devote the wondrous equip- 
ment of brain and uerve aud muscle and 
bone with which-we are endowed, these 
miracles of sight arid hearing and speech, 
to purposes unworthy or profane, nnd 
then, through^;hasty {repentance at the 
last, enter heaven! Cheating God all 
one's lifetime and then taking advantage 
of n bankrupt law and made free of all 
liabilities. I should think that some men 
would be nshntued to enter heaven or 
would prefer some medium place in the 
wide universe where the palaces are not 
so effulgent and the trees bear not more 
than six instead of twelve manner of 
fruits nnd the social life is not so exalted. 


Again, the bigot will uot have what my_ 


text calls an abundant entrance. He has 
his bedwarfed opinion as to what all 
must believe and do in order to gain ce- 
lestial residence. He has his creed in one 
pocket and his catechism in another pock- 
et, and it may be a good creed aud a good 
catechism, but. he uses them ns sharp 
swords against those who will not accept 
his theories. You must be baptized'in his 
way or come to him through apostolic 
succession or be foreordained of eternity, 
or you are in an awful way. He shrivels 
tip" and shrivels up and becomes more 
splenetic until the-time of his departure 
Is at hand. He has enough of the salt of 
grace to save him, but his entrance into 
heaven will be something worth watch- 
ing. What do they want with him in 
heaven, where they have all gone into 
eternal catholicity, one grand commin- 
gling of Methodists -and Baptists and 
Kpiscopalians nnd Lutherans and Con- 
grcgntioualists and Presbyterians and a 
score of other denominations jusi ns good 
•s Any I have mentioned? They all join 
in the halleluliah chorus, accompanied by 
harpers on their harps and trumpeters 
on their trumpets. "Worthy is the Lamb 
that was slain to receive blessing and 
riches nnd honor and glory and power!" 


The bigot ascends with just enough 


grace to save him. As he comes up to 
the shining gate he sees standing inside 
of it some whom "he. used to tnt-et every 
Sunday morning on the street Koiug to 
some other church of some other denomi- 
nation, and he cries out: "Are you there? 
I nerer expected to see you in such a glo- 
rious place. 
You were.all wrong in your 


religious theories on earth and in your 
form of church government. How did 
yon met in?" 
"Saved by grace," Is the 


heavenly reply. "Saved by grace!" The 
bigot la embarrassed and feels for his 
creed and his catechism, and, lo, they 
were left on the banks of the river Jor- 
dan •* h« passed through, and he cries 
out: "I think I will have to enter on the 
Mine terms. Saved by frace! Bared by 
«!••«!"

glorified than a' rehearsal of the earthly 
differences between Christians, differ- 
ences once seeming of such vast impor- 
tance, but differences unknown amid the 
heavenly norshipera? What will be the 
bigot's aiuaaement when he see* seatad 
•Ide by side ou the banks of the river of 
life Calvin and Ariumius, Archbibhop 
Crnumcr and Home dissenting preacher 
at the gonnel who never graduated, one 
who on earth was a robed and wurplicetl 
ecclesiastic.. and a backwoods minister 
who in the log cabin meeting house 
preached in a linen duster? Among the 
great surprises of heaven for the-,bigot 
will be the celestial .friendliness of those 
who on earth opposed each other iii 
wrathiest polemics. "• He will get through 
the gate, for he has a spark of divine 
grace in his heart, but there will uot be 
an inch of "room to spare on either side of 
him. It will not take long for heaven to 
educate him into a glorious big. hearted- 
ness. 


Again, the penurious Christian Will not 


have au abundant entrance. Perhaps he 
was not converted until all his habits of 
tight fistednesa were fixed beyond recov- 
ery. The people who are generous were 
taught to be generous in childhood. You 
can tell fiom the way that boy divides 
the apple -what his characteristics for 
generosity or meanness will be fjr the 
next SO years, if he lives so long. If he 
eat it all himself while others look wist- 
fully on. he will be a Shy lock; if he give 
half of it to some one who has no apple, 
he will be au ordinarily generous man: 
if he give three-tourths of it to another, 
he will be a Baron Hirsch or a Geoige 
Peabody.

For 30 years this man has been prac- 


ticing an economy which prided itself on 
never pushing a pin without picking it up, 
and if he responded at all In church 
would put on the collection plate so insig- 
nificant, a coin that he held his hand over 
It .so that no one could discover the small- 
ness of the denomination. 
Somewhere 


in the fifties or sixties of his life, during 
a rev ival of religion, he became a Chris- 
tian. He is very much changed in most 
respects; but his all absorbing .acquisi- 
tiveness still influences him. To extract 
from him a gift for an orphanage or a 
church or a poor woman who has just 
been burned out is aa achievement. Yon 
and I Know very good men, their Chris- 
tian character beyond dispute, and yet 
they are pronounced by all as penurious, 
and they know It themselves and pray 
against it. .We. all have.onr bad habits, 
and yet expect to get to heaven, and this 
skinflint has his mighty temptation. 
The 


passion of avarice well illustrated its 
strength w hen in one "of the houses of ex- 
humecl Pompeii was found the skeleton 
of a man wbi \vns fying to escape with 
GO toius aud a silver saucepan. 
For 


those valuables he dared the nshes and 
scoria of Vesuvius which overwhelmed 
him, and many a good man has been held 
mightily by avarice. But the day is com- 
ing for that penurious Christian's depar- 
ture from the world. He has an awful 
struggle iu giving np his government se- 
curities. The attorney who drew his last 
'will mid testament saw how hard it was 
for him to leave his farm or his store 
house or investments, especially those 
that in the markets are called gilt,.edged. 
Those that yield only 3 per cent he easily 
resigns to the care of-his-executors, but 
those iithat yield 8; or 9 or 10 per cent, 
how can he give them up while the mar 
ket is still rising? 
:

Bolstered up in bed, knowing he has 


got to sign it. he reads the document over 
and over again, and then, with a manner 
that seems to say, "Well, if I must, I 
must," he signs his name to that surren- 
der of his last farthing of earthly'posses- 
sions. He/enters heaven, but he has not 
an abundant entrance. The fortune that 
won for him in this world much attention 
makes no impression In that country, 
where the gold is so common that they 
make streets out of it and precious stones 
are so usual that they build them into 
walls, jasper at the bottom, amethyst at 
the top, emerald and rubies between.. He 
will get in. for he has enough grace to 
save him, but his place in .heaven will not 
be so high up or so brilliant as that of the 
woman whose generosity, and self sacri- 
fice have been celebrated for thousands 
of years—the widow of the. two mites. 
No room for his severe economies up there, 
where'everything is so lavish and-so ra 
diunt and so imperial and so infinite that 
the humblest man is a king and the poor- 
est woman a queen, and the stars of 
heaven which bespangle our midnights 
are only the dcwdrops on the lawn of. oui 
Father's house. I am glad that the old 
man got iu, but I wish that when his 
heart was converted his pocketbook had 
been converted, so that a thousand souls 
who might have preceded him into heav- 
en through his Christian charities might 
have kept a special holiday on the occa- 
sion of his arrival. 


Reward of Self Saerlace. 


But that brings me to the other thought 


of my text, that there are those who will, 
when they leave this life, bound into 
heaven amid salutations infinite. "For 
so an entrance shall be administered un- 
to you abundantly." Such exultant ad- 
mission will await those who enter heav- 
en, after ou earth living a life for others 
nnd without reference to conspiculty. On 
the banks of the Ohio or the Tuscaloosa 
or the Androscoggin is a large family, al 
of whom have been carefully nnd reli- 
giously reared. In the earlier stages ol 
that family there were many privations. 
The mother of the household never hat 
any amusements. 
Perhaps once in a 


year a poor theatrical play was nnactet: 
in the neighboring schoolhouse or < 
squawking concert in the town.hnll, and 
that was nil the diversion afforded for 
the winter season. I asked the. manager 
of nn insane asylum in Kentucky, "From 
what class of persons do you get most ol 
your patients?" • and

farmers' wives." I asked the same ques 
tion of the manager cf sr, insane asylum 
in Pennsylvania, and the same question 
of the mannger of an insane asylum Jn 
Massachusetts, and got the same reply 
"We have ou our rolls for troatmen 
more farmers' wives than persons com 
ing from any other class." That answer 
will be a -surprise to some; It was no sur- 
prise to me. The simple reason Is, farm 
ers* wives as a general thing hate no dl 
version. It Is breakfast, dinner and sup- 
per, sewing, scouring, scrubbing, knit 
ting, mending, year in and year out. Thai 
mother is the milliner, the mantna mak- 
er, lh« nurse, the doctor, tbe acconnUm 
of the whote family. She plans the ward 
robe «f spring, of rammer, of antaam, of

All soldiers cannot be Hannibal* 
and Mai-lboroughs, all admirals cannot 
be Duponts aud FarraguU. all authors 
cannot !>» Bacons and Southey*. neither 
can all Christians be Pauls and Richard 
Cecili). Do your best right where you 
are, asking Ood'j help, and you will not 
only win glorious admission, but you 
will make all your life in heaven a grand- 
er and higher life. It is a good thing to 
'have a healthy ambition iu this world, and 
why not tin ambition not to stand among 
the compaiative failures 
of 
heaven 


*''saved as by fire," but to be classified 
among those who did something worthy 
of immortals?

While 1 thus discourse I am aware that 


some have not taken the first step toward 
heaven, and they feel like Jacob Strawn, 
who took some ministers of the gospel on 
the top of his house to show his farms, 
reaching in every direction as far as eye 
could see. 
He was asked how many 


acres he owned, and he replied 40,000. 
"How much is it worth per acre?" was 
asked, and he replied, "Fifty dollars at 
least." "Then," said the minister, "you 
are worth $2,000,000." 
"Yes," said 


Strawn, "and I made it all myself." 
Then the minister said: "You havi; 
shown me these vast earthly possessions, 
aad now will you look up yonder (point- 
ing to the heavens)—how much do you 
own up there?" And Strawn answered 
with tears in his eyes,. "Oh, I am afraid 
I am poor up there." Alas, how many 
there are who have acquired all earthly 
prosperities and advantages, but have no 
treasures In heaven!

The 
Boers blew up the line beyond Kaal- 
fontein, compelling the mail train to 
return here. It is supposed their ob- 
ject was to obtain supplies, a great 
quantity of which is stored at Kaal- 
fontein.
